He 
would further limit the entire amount 
so that it shall not exceed under any 
circumstances twenty-five per cent 
of the years salary of the office for 
which the person is a candidate. 
“This will tend to give all an equal 
opportunity,” declares Senator San­ 
born. “It will at least enlarge the 
class from which public servants may 
be expected, and not limit it to per­ 
sons of very large wealth only.” 
This week's issue of Senator La 
Follette magazine contains a striking 
editorial by Mrs. La Follette on “A 
woman on the board of control.” A 
bill has been proposed In the Wis­ 
consin legislature for a board of con­ 
trol of five members, who shall be 
men. with a salary of $3,000 annual­ 
ly, and an auxiliary member who 
shall be a woman to receive $2,000 
annually. Mrs. La Follette declares 
that every woman who is cared for 
in these state institutions has friends 
who protest against such a measure. 
“Thoughtful men will generally 
resent a proposal that because wo­ 
men have not the direct redress of 
the ballot or direct political influ­ 
ence. they should be denied repre­ 
sentation on the board of control,” 
declares the senator's wife.
